In other words, you are to represent the 
Government in a diplomatic effort to keep down excessive and unfair 
yield estimates in the contracts signed by the farmers. 


Report any unfairness that you may observe in a county or com- 
munity to the Director of Extension by wire. 


Travel authorization for a 30 day period is being issued to you 
aggregating seventy-five dollars entitling you to five cents per mil 
for the use of your personally owned automobile. Keep accurate record 
of your mileage and the places visited daily. 


Copies of contract and other information are enclosed herewith. 
You will receive travel authority and instructions from the accounting 
office. 

You are not to serve in the foregoing capacity in your own county. 


This letter will be your authority to perform the duties indicated.

~ Cotton producers will be asked to sign contracts offering to lease a defi- 
nite amount of their cotton acreage to the Secretary of Agriculture. "Cotton 
Week", beginning during the week of June 26, will be held throughout tre Cot— 
ton Belt---a week's intensive campaign to procure the producer's cooperation. 

If a sufficient number of offers have been received by the Secretary to 
justify an acreage reduction program, he will accept them. An effort will 
be made to act upon these offers within a week or 10 days after the camoaig 
has been launched. 

The consideration offered the cotton producer for his lend is contained in 
two alternative plans: 

(1) A cash payment in consideration of cooperation, based on the productiv- 
ity of the land, and ranging from $6 per acre for land yielding on the average 
around 100 pounds lint cotton per acre to $12 for land yielding on the average 
275 pounds or more per acre, plus an option on government-held cotton in an 
amount equal to that which the producer agrees to retire from production, and 
at a price of 6 cents per pound. 

(2) A cash benefit without the cotton option, the amount of such benefit 
on a per acre basis, to range from $7 for land yielding from 100-124 pounds 
per acre +o $20 for land yielding e795 pounds or more per acre. 

If a sufficient number of offers is received to insure effective reduction 
of production, and the Secretary announces his intention to pay benefits, a 
processing tax must be in effect as of the beginning of the marketing year, 
which for cotton is about August 1. ‘The amount of the tax will be computed 
after a proclamation by the Secretary announcing his determination to pay 
benefits and under the law will be the difference between the current average 


farm price and the fair exchange value. The current average farm price is

As a result of numerous requests throughout the northwestern 
states and after an informal hearing conducted by this Section of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration, in Chicago, on August 11 
and 12, the Secretary of Agriculture, with the approval of the 
President, has today issued the regulations on the interpretation 
of Section 8, subsection 5, Title 1, which regulation and press 
release covering same, is attached hereto for your information. 


This Department desires to cooperate with you very closely in 
the enforcement of this particular section of the law and the regula~ 
tion which has been issuéd, in view of being of all possible service 
to the producers in your state and effording them adequate protection 
under the federal law, and also handling the enforcement in such a 
way that it will not conflict with your state laws. We have thought 
that possibly a notice should be posted in all public elevators in 
your state, reading about as follows: 


NOTICE TO FARMERS 


If you want your wheat or field corn stored and 
retained in this particular elevator or warehouse, 
have your storage ticket or receipt stamped 
"STRICTLY STORAGE; TO BE HELD ON PREMISES," under 
regulations of the Secretary of Agriculture.

We are enclosing herewith a regulation signed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture and President of the United States 
covering Section 10 of the contract in which the Secretary 
is authorized to enter upon the premises of a producer who 
has executed a contract and has failed to perform under it. 


You will also find enclosed a notice signed by the 
Secretary with a blank svace for designating a person to 
represent him as provided in Section 10 of the contract. You 
will please insert name of the Chairman of your County Com- 
mittee or some member of the Committee and of the County and 
the State with the proper dates and deliver this designation 
and a copy of the regulations to the person so designated to 
represent the Secretary. Following this he should proceed 
to take cotton out of production in all cases where the pro- 
ducers have failed to perform. 


If the person designated by the Secretary of Agriculture 


to take cotton out of production meets with violent opposition 
on the part of producer, it will be the duty of the person 


designated by the Secretary to notify Federal District Attorney 


of such violent resistance and ask for assistance and protection 


in the discharge of his duty.

Se "RENTED ACRES." 


"The rented acres cannot be made a source of profit by leasing 
or otherwise disposing of théir use or by sale or éxchange, directly 
or indirectly, of products produced on the rented acres, nor can feed 
crops that would normally be grown on other land for the feeding of 
livestock be diverted to the rented acres, thereby releasing acreage 
for the production of some crop or crops for sale," 


10. "RELEASE OF RENTED ACRES." 


"The rented acres of 1934 will be released from the terms of 
the contract in 1934 for the purpose of planting any crop or crops 
for narvest in 1935, subject to the provisions of Paragraph 4 of the 
contract, and the rented acres of 1935 will be released from the terms 
of the contract in 1935 for the purpose of planting any crop or crops 
for harvest in 1936; provided, however, that if the rented acres when 
So released are used for the growing of any crop for sale, directly 
or indirectly, the total acreage of such crop on this farm -in each of 
the years 1934 and 1935 shall not be in excess of its acreage in 1932 
peas. 


ii. "PRODUCTION OF OTHER BASIC COMMODITIES PERMITTED." 


"Nothing in Paragraph 4 of the contract Shall be construed as 
prohibiting planting in 1934 or 1935 of any number of acres of any 
crop or the production of any livestock or product thereof which is 
designated as a basic commodity under the Act, if any contract between 
the producer (or owner) and the Secretary permits such number of acres 
or production on the farm." 


iz. "USE OF THE RENTED ACRES." 


"The Secretary of Agriculture may require the rented acres to be 
used in suca manner and for such purposes as he may direct. In the 
absence of such direction the rented acres may be used as permitted by 
Paragraphs 4 and 7 of the contract. As used in the contract; 


(a) The terms "soil-improving crons" and "erosion-preventing crops"! 
mean crops such as cowpeas, field peas, clover, vetch, lespedeza, etc., 
used to cover the ground and which are to be plowed under for the pur- 
pose of improving and maintaining fertility. Such crops may not be 
pastured or otherwise harvested. 
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(bd) The term "food crops" means such crops. as vegetables, grains, 
etc., which can be used by the producer for’ human consumption on the 
farms Under no circumstances can such crops .be sold or exchanged. 


(c) The term "feed crops" means such crops as grains, forage, hay 
etce, which can be used by the producer for the production of such 
livestock or livestock praducts as will be used or consumed on the 
farm. Under no circumstance can such crops or the livestock and 
livestock products produced therefrom be sold or exchanged. 


(d) The term "fallowing" means that the orunduney be Bee 
to lie unplanted or oneule paren! except that noxious weeds shall be 
destroyed before their seed matures. It is especially recommended 
that this practice (fallowing) be followed in cases where there is a 
minimum of soil erosion and where it is desirable to control or eradi- 
cate weed growth." 


"Rented acres shall not include any land which is now or will 
be retired from production of crops for market under any other contract 
with the Secretary." 


"Without prejudice to or limitation of any other right or remedy 
of the Secretary, if rented acres are used contrary to the terms of 
the 1934 and 1935 cotton acreage reduction contract or of these rulings, 
the Secretary may, through any agency designated by him, take such 
action as he may see fit to control the use of such acres, the cultivation 
thereof, and the disposition of crops thereon, in order to effectuate the 
purpose and intent of the contract, Any expense incurred under the’ terms 
of this ruling in the cultivation or disposition of crops on the rented 
acres Shall be deducted from any sums which may be due or become due 
to the producer under the terms of the contract.!!

{ am today in receipt of a letter from Mr. J. 0. Lampkin, the 
manager of tiie Cott n Option Pool here in Washington, where all trans-— 
aciions relating to option contracts will be handled. This letter was 
prepared in answer t» a question wf one of our County Agents. Inasmuch 
as the same problem is to be confronted turoughout tne Belt, I am 
taking tae liberty of quoting the following: 


"It will be necessary that tne Producer receive the 
cotton option contract from the County Agent, the 
Cou.ty Agent being require... to take the procucer's 
receipt therefore. After the procucer receives his 
contract, he may ple: ge t.ieé contract usin; the form 
that will be provided for this purpose to any person 
to whom ne wis.es to pass his interest in the contract. 
Then, the plecgee may exercise the option. When you 
receive the cotton option contracts, you will also re- 
ceive full instructions to guide you in giving in- 
formation to the procucers." 

The fore,oing brings up another point that will call for careful 
consideration in hancling the option contracts, ang more particularly 
still tue ciuecks when they are received, 


On account of the fact that all options aré made in the name of 
une producer, the options themselves, as well as the cnecks, will be 
made ta tne producer except in case of assignment by pledge. In many 
cases tuc producer is a tenant or share cropper. Im such cases the 
lanclord will be due his portion of the proceeds of the check. Before 
c..ecks ave released to tenants due notice should be fiven so that 
lanclords may have opportunity to secure their share of the proceeds 
of these checks. Unless this is cone there nndoubtedly will be much 
confusion,
